Let's Not Wait 
Too Long 


The demand 'or a second fron' 


against Gerriany, on the Europ- 
ean continent, is mounting con- 
stantly throughout the United Na- 
y?M^.-i.^^.,. „.*.,„.. 
There are mi"jons, literally, who 


agree heartily with Lord Beaver- 
brook's 
passionate 
exhortation: 


"Strike out to help Russia. Strike 
out violently. Strike even reck- 
lessly." 


The slratcgians, upon whose dec- 


ision the fate of the world rests, 
are inclined to be cautious. They 
do not want lo launch the decisive 
counter-offensive until the United 
Nations are equipped down to Ihe 
last rifle bullet. 


Perhaps the experts arc right. 


Neverlheless, there aro major arg- 
uments strongly in favor of the 
more daring cQj 


If, as in the World War, we pos- 


sessed France and Belgium and 
Ilaly and Russia as bridgeheads for 
our Anglo-American invasion forc- 
es, we could beller afford lo de- 
lay. 


But France and Belgium are oc- 


cupied, Italy is an axis partner. 
Only Russia remains, on the con- 
tinent to keep the Nazis occupied 
and provide us wilh a welcoming 
landing place. 


If we delay until Russia may be 


beaten, there will be no spot on 
the continent where we can plant 
our feet without having first to push 
the 
well-trained, well - equipped 


Reich veterans back from 
the 


coast. 


Withholding no smallest iota of 


the credit due the Russians for their 
amazingly courageous and capable 
defense, and the winter's counter- 
offensive, we can still be realists. 
Our experls are. Their hope that 
Stalin's forces can withstand Hit- 
ler's Spring drive is very small. 


So we arrive inevitably nt the 


conclusion that we arc backed into 
a corner by the horns of a dilem- 
ma. 


Either we must strike before 


we arc thoroughly prepared, or we 
shall face almost insurmountable 
obstacles later. 


The decision must rest upon whe- 


ther the best-informed strategians 
conclude thai our striking power— 
and our ability to transport that 
strength to where it is needed—can 
be expanded by further delay more 
than Hitler's defensive resources 
will be increased 
in the mean- 


while. 


Lord Beaverbrook, who might be 


expected to have accurate inform- 
ation, says: "How admirably Bri- 
tain is now equipped in weapons of 
war for directing such an attack 
on Germany, I well know." 


In all probability the United Stat- 


es today can equip as many well- 
trained troops as there will be ship- 
ping to carry to Europe for a long 
time to come. 


If we intend to take the war to 


Germany, we mustn't wait too long. 


We can't win by slapping the 


axis' wrist. 


Nazi Leningrad 
Line Broken by 
Russian Wedge 


MOSCOW —(IP)— The Red army 


attacking across bogs on the Len- 
ingrad front was-reported Thurs- 
day to have driven a wedge be- 
tween two German forces and en- 
circled one Nazi detachment in 
an important sector west of the 
long besieged cily. 


Red Star said the Russians cap- 


tured a junction point which the 
Germans had held throughout the 
winter. 


This action, the army organ de- 


clared, cut the road which unites 
northern and southern wings of 
the enemy force in this area. 


The Russians also reported the 


capture of several German cen- 
trs of resistance on the Leningrad 
front after they hnd been isolated 
by spring floods and artillery fire 
and sunk rafts ladcncd with re- 
inforcements for the strong points. 


Thirty-seven villages were re- 


ported to have been recaptured by 
the Russians on the northwestern 
front during operation which have 
expanded with improved weather. 


Soviet reports said 1650 Germans 


wore killed in 3. villages. 


Some of the hottest fighting on 


the whole front was reported to 
have been underway In the Lake 
Ihnen sector south of Leningrad 
for almost a month. 


Dispatches from this area des- 


cribed German losses as really 
collossal and some reports esti- 
mated that German casualties aver- 
aged 1QOQ a day. 


The Germans were said to have 


put parachutists into action re- 
peatedly without results. The Rus- 
sians said that Nazi mass attacks 
were met with withering artillery 
fire' at point blank range. 


Soviet calvary were reported in 


action northwest of Moscow where 
nine settlements were said to have 
been recaptured from the invad 
ers.

Grand Prairie Region at 
Stuttgart Growing Bumper 
Rice Crop for the Allies

STUTTGART, Ark. — At the pre- 


sent time Stuttgart has no war pro- 
ject of any kind, but the level, well- 
drained lands adjoining the cily 
offer ideal sites for a number of 
projects. 


Although Ihis Grand Prairie sec- 


lion is not directly connected with 
the manufacture of munitions or 
other supplies vitally needed, the 
people are producing a food that, 
next to bread, is consumed by more 
people than any other—rice. 


Grand Prairie is strictly an agri- 


cultural section and the lands are 
as good as any in the state. It is 
estimated that 180,000 acres of this 
land lies on Grand Prairie—com- 
prising purls of Lonoke, Prairie 
and Arkansas counties. 


Stuttgart has five rice mills and 


a number of warehouses, capable 
of handling the crop. Most farmers 
have granaries on their farms for 
storing rice after it leaves 
the 


thresher. Their individual Granaries 
are used to protect (he rice from 
weather and insects until sold to Ihe 
mills. 


From 1929 lo 19.40 Ihe rice farm- 


er had a hard lime making ends 
meet. The price of rice in some 
years was below the cost of pro- 
duction, but in 1941 the farmers 
came back, and today they are as 
happy a representation of citizens 
as you will find anywhere. 


The high cost of living brought 


on by the war raised the price 
of rice from 65 cents a bushel to 
$2 and belter, according to the vai 
icty and grade. The outlook this 
year is equally bright, although Ihe 
cost of production will likely cut 
down profits to some extent. 


It is doubtful if there is another 


county in the state that produces 
as much oats as Arkansas county. 
Oats, like rice, doubled in value 
during the past year, and as oat 
harvest begins next month, it in- 
sures the farmers an income be- 
tween seasons. This county ranks 
first in the production of beef cat- 
lie and accrediled poultry. 
. Stuttgart was named from Stutt- 
gart, Germany. A German minis- 
ter founded the town and named il 
after the city of his birth. In the 
early days, most of Ihe popula- 
tion was German and spoke thai 
language. Today, there are slil- 
many people of German descent 
here, bul they are loyal citizens 
und true Americans. This was evi 
denced by Ihe fact thai Ihe rccen 
Red Cross drive quota was exceed 
ed and today practically every in 
dividual has pledged himself to bio 
war savings stamps or bonds. 


The government has called or 


our farmers to produce more food 
stuff, especially rice, and our farm 
crs will not be found slacking. Foi 
with favorable weather conditions 
Grand Prairie will produce the 
greatest crop in its history.

Americans Lost 
on Corregidor 
Number 11,570 


WASHINGTON — (K>)~ The War 


Department announced Thursday 
that approximately 11,570 soldiers, 
sailors, marines and civilians pre- 
sumably were captured by the Jap- 
anese on Corregidor and olhcr Man- 
ila Bay forts. 


The eslimalc was based on re- 


ports received up lo April 15, the 
communique said and did not take 
into consideration the casualties 
which might haxe been suffered in 
the last three weeks. 


Th communique was issued at a 


press conference by Undcr-Secre- 
tary of War Robert P. Patterson 
who said that Lt. Gen. Jonathan 
Wainwright commanding the Amer- 
ican-Philippine forces presumably 
was among those captured.

out. Even though weeds have not' 
appeared above the ground sur- 
fac, early cultivation will help aer- 
ate the soil and destroy weed seed-' 
lings as they start to grow. In 
periods of wet weather when the 'I, 
soil have been saturated with moi§- 
lure for several days, stiring the' 
ground as soon as it is dry enough v"

All soils containing clay, ac- 
cording to the University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture, are 
nol only heavy and slicky lo work 
when wet, but tend to puddle, bake 
and form hard, brick-like clods if 
worked while wet.

H has studied senate pro 
cedure. He is on the job, regula 
in attendance. He studies and know 
the legislation going through fa 
better, perhaps than a good many o 
the senators. 


Mr. Wallace probably does no 


have as much direct influence 01 
legislation as did Vice Presidon 
Garner. Having grown old in th< 
senate, Garner knew al Hhe rope 
and he knew all the senators. Hi 
was forever getting them into hi 
office, and they came to him fo 
advcie.

Wallace is in- 
tensely loyal 
to Roosevelt, but 


aside from that it would be hard to 
measure the Wallace influence on 
current legislation.

Administers Bew by 
Remote Control 
Wallace's real office is his suite 


in the Senate Office building, se- 
cond 1'loor rear. There he maintains 
his headquarters, his assistant, big, 
breezy Fort Dorth lawyer Harold 
Young, with the Spanish secretary, 
four girls who are receptionists and 
stenographers, and a messenger. 
This is where lie sees people, of- 
ficially. 


Wallace has no desk of his own 


with the Board of Economic War- 
fare, spread over .three office build- 
ings about Washington. Instead, the 
BEW comes to Wallace in the per- 
son of Milo Perkins, its spark plug 
and executive director. 


Wallace runs BEW by remote 


control, through Perkins, as the 
chairman of the board of a big 
corporation might run his company 
through its president. 


This BEW is the Wallace sphere 


of greatest inflence for tho war 
and perhaps for the post-war per- 
iod. 


This is planned economy, dealing 


in surplusses and shortages of all 
commodities on an international 
scale, instead of the farm plan- 
ning on a national scale in which 
Wallace played such a dominant 
role while Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. 


His Schedule Is. Always 
Crowded 
To get the real measure of what 


(he Vice-President does, you must 
try to follow his schedule, not for 
a day, but for a week, to see how 
many pies his finger is in. One 
recent week's engagement book 
included conferences on 19 of these 
"pies," plus 4 sessions of the se- 
nate. 


Before the WP$. the Vice-Presi- 


dent and Mrs. Wallace reserved 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings 
for entertainment and being enter- 
tained. Any such fixed schedule as 
that has long since been abandon- 
ed. Instead, there are numerous in- 
formal meetings with other offic- 
ials of the government, and, sand- 
wiched in between, a surprising 
amount oi reading and study. 


The man has an almost inde- 


fatigable intellectual curiosity a- 
bout everything under the sun. For 
instance, there was that boome- 
rang tin-owing business.

cative of his character is the fact 
that he should have been able to 
reply in the island patois. 


It would have surprised rtone of 


his Naval Academy classmates. In 
discussing 
which aspect of his 


varied nautical career he had most 
enjoyed, Nirnitz wrote In his 25th 
reunion class book: "I have enjoy- 
ed every one of my assignments 
and I believe that it has been so 
because of my making it a point to 
become as deeply immersed and as 
interested in each activity as it was 
possible for me to become." 


"Aboard Ship"— 
But Not at Sea 
Today, at 57, Admiral Nimitz 


looks like a man who has enjoyed 
life. His white hair and steel-blue 
eyes add emphasis to the poised, 
calm manner that bespeak a happy 
life. 


Nimitz's life began in Fredericks- 


burg, in the hill country of Texas, 
in February. 1885. His grandfath- 
er had left the sea in 1846 to help 
found this settlement to which Ger- 
mans came seeking religious and 
political freedom. It's still largely 
a German settlement and even to- 
day on holidays the good hausfraus 
set forth such German delicacies as 
Pfeffernuesse and zimmitsterne. 


Grandfather Nimitz built him- 


self a hotel in the shape of a ship, 
and young Chester spent much of 
his youth "aboard ship"—though he 
never went to sea. Today the resi- 
dents of Fredericksburg will tell 
you they recall young Nimitz re- 
enacting the battle of Manila, play- 
ing Admiral Dewey in Town Creek 
pond. But Nimitz' early love was 
the Army, not the Navy. 


He planned to go to West Point, 


but, as he later explained "Lack of 
vacancies at West Point and im- 
pending competitive examinations 
for the Naval Academy settled the 
matter for me." 


At Annapolis, Nimitz won a var- 


sity letter for crew, the nickname 
"Natchew," and the amazingly per- 
ceptive class prophecy: 
"A man 


he seems of cheerful yesterdays 


and confident tomorrows. 


Graduated from the Naval Acad- 


emy, Nimitz started the long climb 
that was to bring him to the top of 
the Navy ladder. His forte was 
submarines. The first World War 
found him Chief of Staff, Com- 
mander, Submarine Force, Atlantic 
Fleet. It was more than accident 
that in the second World War his 
first official action as Commander 
in Chief of the Pacific Fleet took 
place aboard a sub. 


The Navy has not been Admiral 


Nimitz' only love. He is a strong 
family man, father of two girls and 
one boy, now on active duty with 
him in the Pacific. 
Of his son, 


Nimitz wrote shortly after Decem- 
ber 7: "He is somewhere in the 
thick of things . . . hitting hard, I 
hope, for the tough blows we suf- 
fered at Pearl Harbor." The same 
could now be said of father Nimitz. 


When he was on short duly, Ad- 


miral Nimitz' favorite exercise was 
tennis—and walking. He has al- 
ways loved the open air. In the 
tense days just before December 7, 
when there wasn't much time for 
anything but work. Admiral Nimitz 
could still be seen any morning in 
the week between 7 and 7:30 getting 
his daily exercise—usually in the 
company of "Freckles," his pet 
cocker spaniel. It was around 8 
in the morning when his long day 
began at the office, where he was 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 


This Bureau is in charge of Navy 


personnel, and its boss is bound to 
step on many toes when promo- 
tions or transfers come up. It is a 
tribute to his skill and personality 
that Nimitz made a few enemies in 
this job as he did. But the men 
who have shipped with him would 
not have been surprised. 


"Nimit zis the one man in the 


Navy," said one commander who 
had served under him, "who can 
run a taut ship that is a happy ship. 
Service on his ships is an exper- 
ience and a privilege. He never, in 
my experience, has hurt the feel- 
ings of an officer or a seaman and 
everything he has ever asked has 
been done faster and better than

Nimitz' personality that has won 
him the respect of his colleagues. 
Speaking to the House of Represen- 
tatives in May, 1941, urging an in- 
crease in Navy personnel, he proph- 
esied: "Naval fleets probably nev- 
er again will fight in full force . . .
